Reed, E. W. Ehgs and W. S. Tlmmlns 
appeared on behalf of the Realty Syn- 
dicate and the Syndicate Water Com- 
pany.

OPENS THE BALL. 


A. A. Moore opened the ball by say- 


ing that the defendants had not been 
served with copies of the affidavits In 
support of the application for an In- 
junction one day in advance of 
the 


hearing, as he understood the rule of 
the court required.

"That is a rule of the court," said 


Judge Wells, "but 
like 
many other 


rules of this court, It Is not observed 
by attorneys."

"FILED AFFIDAVITS. 


The defendant flled affidavits 
from

Mr. Laymance falsely represented that 
there was a cloud In the title, and de- 
manded that the sale price of 
the 


property be decreased from $20,000 to 
$18,000, which affiant and her co-ten- 
ants -refused-to^agree^fb, and notified 
the said Laymance that all 
agree- 


ments empowering him to sell the 
property were terminated; that affiant 
and her co-tenants never received any 
money or other, consideration 
from 


Laymance, and never authorized the 
Syndicate to take possession of

ed close to his heart, wrapped in a 
letter to him, signed "Edith," an un- 
known man, handsome, well dressed, 
and evidently a scholar, lay down last 
night to die in a vacant lot adjoining 
the old Town Hall site In Berkeley. 


His deathbed was the 
cold, 
wet 


earth, and the shroud nothing more 
than the gray 
mists that came In 


from the bay, and wrapped him in 
filmy, flewy coverings. Stormy' winds 
sang a dirge for 'him, and the fierce 
raindrops pelted him as he lay prone 
upon the ground. -The unknown man's 
choice of a time and a place for suicide 
•was 
suggestive of a storm-tossed 


'•spirit, 
whose Inward 
mood chimed 


^_wlth the elements-that raged about 


him last night. 


POISON USED. 


Poison, supposedly, -was used by the 


suicide to induce death, though noth-, 
ing- upon the corpse or in-the'neigh- 
borhood, has been discovered to In- 
dicate what form of poison may have 
been used. There are no marks upon 
the body that could 
have "produced 


death. The autopsy will be required 
"to show In. what manner tha 
mys- 


terious stranger came to his 'end. De- 
termined to screen- his Ideritlty.-from 
a world that he knew would seek for 
the secret of his life, and "his "reason 


for leaving It, the 
suicide 
carefully 


destroyed the usual marks of Identi- 
fication, so that the mystery 
Is 
ap- 


parently sealed 
in an 
Impenetrable 


veil. 


LEAVES A NOTE. 


He left a note, addressed to no per- 


son, but for all, apparently, regarding 
his suicide. This was written on 
a 


half sheet of blue writing paper, and 
wadded into a cprner of one of his 
gloves. The note read as follows: 


"I HAVE TAKEN MY OWN'M-IFE, 


BUT NOT BECAUSE I AM TIRED 
OF IT. 
. GOD KNOWS MY .REAS- 


ONS, 
THOUGH HE MAY NOT AC-. 


CEPT THEM.

The'photo of .'a beautiful girl,.about

"Edith." Translated, tfie letter from 
"Edith" is as follows:

An interesting case to lawyers was 


decided this morning by Judge W. H. 
Waste in the divorce 
proceedings 


brought by Anna A. Perelra against 
Frank Perelra, the cigar and saloop 
man, 
who, In the past few years, has 


amassed a fortune, which now con- 
sists, of a building 
on 
Washington 


street, worth $45,000; cigar store ' at 
Eighth and Washington street, 
$7,- 


791.47; saloon at same place, $2,714.27; 
fixtures, 
$5000; 
cash, $4,377.?,3; New 


York draft, $7,761.70; home on Grove 
street, $6000, making a total of $77,- 
G44.77. 


He gave the divorce to Mrs. Perelra 


on the ground of cruelty, awarded her 
the 
custody 
of 
their three-and-a- 


half-year-old 
child, and gave . her 


$34,686.85 as her share of the property. 
He also gave her an allowance of $100 
a month,, and In case of an appeal to 
the Supreme Court provided she should 
have $600 additional attorneys' fees. 


HARD FOUGHT. 


The case "is one that was hard .fought 


by Attorney William R. Davis, repre- 
senting Perelra, and Attorneys Snook 
and Church, representing Sirs. Perelra, 
and a number of, knotty legal prob- 
lems were passed up to Judge'Waste 
for his decision. It was not.so much 
a case of divorce as it was a "fight for 
the property interests of the pair, and 
In this regard-Perelra came into court 
with a cast-Iron' contract signed by 
Mrs. Perelra in which she agreed that 
in case she ever prosecuted a. divorce 
action-against him that she would taka 
$10,000 in lieu of claims she might have 
against him or his estate; he agreeing 
that he would pay one-half of the ex- 
pense of bringing up the child. 


PUBLIC MORALS. 


Judge Waste, In rendering his deci- 


sion, said, In the first place, that this 
contract was against public morals. 
That while people'had a right to make 
a division or some agreements as • to 
their property rights, that In this case 
the contract turned alone on the one 
point of a divorce being granted, and 
BO was a motive for Perelra to continue 
his cruel actions, so as to drive his 
wife to get a divorce from him. 
He 


also held that $10,000 was altogether 
unfair, and an unequal division of the 
property, according to the rights she 
had In the premises, and thin also add- 
ed to Perelra's motive to drive hils wife 
Into the courts. 


OrJ CONTINENT. 


'The fact* In the trial of the case 


showed that the Perelras were married 
about five' years ago, and that they 
went on a trip to Europe through Italy 
and the. adjacent countries, and that 
their Itinerary was punctuated by the 
sprees of Perelra, at which time he 
treated her cruelly and abused her. 
Even-In .the cathedral at Milan he pave 
way to one-of his humors and scolded 
her before a party. of friends. 
After 


their return home - he continued his 
actions 'iintll 'she finally:began divorce 
proceedings.

analysis made today by a chemist of 
portions of the viscera of the three- 
year-old child of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Barnett, developed the fact that the 
child had died of the same kind of 
poison as the father—mercury in solu- 
tion.

The quantity found was consider- 


ably less than found in the body of the 
father. 


It is hardly likely that the body of 


the little girl will be exhumed. 


James Barnett and his two chlMred 


died more than two weeks -ago under 
circumstances indicating that they had 
been mysteriously poisoned. 


The officers have been unable to 


solve the myterious deaths.

Hoch, convicted of the murder of 
his wife, Marie Welcker-Hoch, 
was hanged in the county jail 
today at 1 :34 o'clock. Three timei 
respited, 
Hoch 
insisted to the 


last that he tie granted all the de- 
lay that the law conceded him. 


Under the wording of his sen- 


tence the criminal .was to hang 
between the hours pf 10 a. m. and 
2 p. m. When the last resource 
of his attorneys — an appeal 
to 


the Federal court on a violation 
of the fourteenth amendment to 
the Constitution, which forbid* 
that a man shall not be deprived 
of his life without due process of 
law — had been denied, 
Hoch 


abandoned all hope of saving1 his 
life, but still insisted that he be 
allowed to live as 'nearly 'to £ 
o'clock' as possible. ' 


MUST HANG; 


When 
Jailer 
Whitman, who 


has long been a friend of Hoch, 
appeared in his cell and remark- 
ed: 


"It's all off, John; nothing 


more can be done for you," Hoch 
replied:

"That's all right. That's 
alt- ". 


right, but Iwant to.have all thatV 
coming. to me in point of" time. 
I'll go when 1 :30 /o'clock comes, 
but if you try to take me before 
that time, I shall fight."

Resolutions 


Make the Laws More 


Stringent, 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 23.— Before final- 


ly adjourning last night the congress on 
uniform divorce laws for the several 
States adopted the following resolutions 
which seek to make even more stringent 
tha laws pertaining to the "migratory" 
character of divorces: 


"Each State should adopt -a statute 


embodying the prir.clplc contained in tho 
Massachusetts act. which is as follows: 
" 'K an inhabitant of this 
common- 


wealth goes Into another State or county 
to obtain a divorce for a cause which 
would not authorize a divorce by the laws 
of this commonwealth, a divorce so ob- 
tained shall be of no force or effect in this 
commonwealth.' " 
In reporting this resolution Chairman 


Smith of the resolutions committee ex- 
plained that Its purpose was to guard 
against migratory divorce, which -would 
still obtf.ln. providing 
some . State 
or 


States declined to adopt tho uniform dl- 
'vorce code to be prepared. 


A resolution was also adopted providing 
that "fraud or collusion In obtaining or 
attempting to obtain divorces should be 
made statutory crimes by the criminal 
code." 
The report of tho committee on resolu- 


t;Ions on the subject of marriage licenses 
and marriages wns covered by a resolu- 
tion which declared "While the congress 
does not regard the consideration of the 
marriage law as within tho purview of 
the call under which it Is assembled.. It 
desires to express its earnest hope that 
some suitable effort will lie made by 
some other body to secure uniform mar- 
riage laws, especially uniform marriage 
license laws, and It would respectfully 
recommend the matter to the considera- 
tion of the commissioners on uniformity 
of >Stat3 laws." 
It was further recommended that the 


necessity for the annual collection and 
publication of statistics on divorce woulrl 
greatly nsslst in combatting the divorce 
evil. At present but eleven States com- 
pile such statistics.

The exterior walls are built of massive 


granite block backed by several feet of 
brick work and two Inches of fireproof 
terra cotta making a wall nine feet thick 
In the center of the building is a. covered 
court with Its highly ornamented dome 
surrounded by colonnades rising to the 
helgnt of four stories 
Inside the building two rows of heavy 


steel columns run 
around 
the 
entire 


structure thirty feet back from the out- 
er walls 
One end of the girders carrying 


the floors rests upon, these columns and 
tne other end is embedded in the mason- 
ry wall In this day of fireproof build- 
Ings which are not fireproof at all the 
architects gave special attention to the 
form of construction 
It was felt that a 


building of such importance should be ab- 
solutely unburnable 
The result of this 
special study was a decision to fireproof 
the entire building with hollow tile blocks 
whicfy in their manufacture had been 
subjected to a temperature of 3000 de- 
grees zor several 
weeks 
The average 


building fire develops about 1600 degrees 
of heat so It can be seen that there Is a 
considerable margin of safety here Over 
windows and cornices where the archi- 
tectural effect required It, especially de- 
Bigred terra cotta blocks are placed. All 
the partitions 
Inner wall linings, and 


the mansard roof are constructed of hol- 
low tile blocks and every Inch of the 
Eteel frame work Is completely Incased In 
porus terra cotta. The partitions are of 
the same material 
From the sub-cellar, 80 f»*t below the 
strmt, to the top floor run two flrsproof 


staircases constructed on the Qustavlno 
arch system of marble supported by 
heavy slabs of tile.

building there are forty-four Corinthian 
columns of Fox Island granite fifty feet

VIENNA., Feb. 2S.—Five bills em- 


bodying a scheme for universal suf- 
frage and other electoral reform* were 
Introduced In the lower house of the 
Austrian parliament today by the Pre- 
mier, Baron Gautch von Frankentimrn. 
Ths premier was subjected to noisy In- 
terruptions by Pan-Germans.whll* ex- 
plalnlnf the details of the plan, bu 
the majority of the deputies heartlk 
applauded his speech. 


The bills provide for the election o 


455 deputies to the lower house. Every 
Austrian twenty-four years old, and 
domiciled !n a constituency for at leas 
a year vrill be entitled to vote and ev 
eryone possessed of Austrian citizen 
ship for at least a year will be entitle 
to vote, and everyone possessed 
Austrian citizenship for at least thre 
years will be eligible to election to th 
lower house. Plural voting is prohib- 
ited and a division of electoral dis- 
tricts Is designed so as to give the 
Germans 205 representatives, the Slavs 
230, the Italians 16 and the Rouman- 
ians 4. 


The bill amending the standing or- 


ders of the house provides for the sus^ 
pension of disorderly members for a 
period not exceeding one week.

Our forceful contemporary, the Sacramento Bee, draws a false 


analogy when it places the reclamation of the swamp lands ^along 
the Sacramento river in the same category with the reclamation of 
desert lands belonging to the government by irrigation. The gov- 
ernment sold the swamp lands to their 
present 
owners in large 


blocks at a nominal price on the express condition that the pur 
chasers reclaim them. This they have not done, but on the con- 
trary are moving heaven and earth to get the State, the National 
government or somebody to do for them what they covenanted to-do 
themselves as a condition of the acquirement of their lands. 
The 


government 
constructs irrigation 
works to render habitable and 


productive sections of the public domain, making the lands so re- 
claimed homes for actual settlers and ultimately chargeable with 
the expense of reclamation. There is no analogy between enter- 
prises of this character and the job the swamp land owners_are try 
ing to put up on the government. These men are pleading that 
public money be spent for their private benefit, giving as_an excuse 
the fact that they are themselves guilty of a breach of faith in fail- 
ing to comply with the conditions on which they obtained their 
land. 
No amount of sophistry can hide the inherent dishonesty 
f 


the scheme and the bad faith of its proponents.

LET SWAMP LAND JOBBERS FOOT THEIR OWN BILLS. 


To have an article from this paper credited to the trenchant 


pen of the editor of THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE is decidedly 
compliment to us, for TPIE TRIBUNE'S editorials are the most 
widely copied of any newspaper's in California. 
It is an error of 


'the Sacramento Bee in its issue of last Saturday that calls for this 
correction. 


The Bee says the legal conditions are such, in the reclamation 


district plans, that the government absolutely controls the land. It 
may be that we err, but, in that article on ' The Bell Plan of Swamp 
Land Reclamation," the style appears to be that of a writer whos 
article in the Bee on real estate law some years ago was one of th 
clearest that has ever been published in this State. 
AVill he be good 


enough to explain how the government or anyone else can "absolute 
ly" control another's property? The government would have a lien 
on the property, to be sure, but the lien alone would follow th 
transfer to a new owner, would it not? An owner may sell land 
subject to the condition that no saloon shall be maintained thereon 
That is binding on the purchaser, but let this purchaser sell tc 
another, the courts have held that the condition cannot be enforced. 


But this is all aside from the main point. The Bee ignores th 


fact, to which we drew attention, that the courts have held tha 
this State has the right to tax the lands directly concerned fo 
reclamation purposes. 
There is no reason why, if the swamp land- 


owners want it so much, they should not be taxed 
directly, and 


there is no particular occasion for calling in the United States, that 
we can see. 


In fact, all the swamp land owners have to do is to pay the cost, 


themselves, without any State or federal intervention, except the 
necessity of obtaining the approvr.l of their plans from army en- 
gineers as far as they may affect navigability of the rivers.—Nevada 
City Miner Transcript.
